nearly for every inhabitant in Oregon. 
We 


import pork and bacon, while hogs grow 
without attention, and fatten themselves.— 
Wheat grows almost, spontaneously, yet 
there is scarcely a sufficient (jimutily raised 
to bread Oregon. Last winter wo imported 
largo quantities of Chili Hour, and it was 
sold at an immense profit. Thousands of 
lollars go out of tho country for the article 
01 tobacco. It con bo grown here almost 


u,il lo that of any country. Tens of thou- 


sands of dollars leave the country titmnimlty 
to bring in liquors. 
If no other argument 


can be oflierod for the establishment of the 
Maine Liquor Law, this, of itself, is a pow- 
erful one and worthy of consideration."
